Zeiurner, today openly defied demands of the federal dictator 
of the Dresden district, General Mueller. 
He openly disregarded the general’s demand that the Saxon 
government disavow the fiery speeches of Saxony’s finance min­ 
ister, Boettcher. 


Zeig ner declared to tlit* diet today ho was ready to light for dictatorship 
of the proletariat. 
Zeig ner road a letter from General Mueller demanding disavowal to the 
diet, asserting he objected to such attem pts at interference with his g ov­ 
ernment. 


Althoug h he swore alleg iance to the constitution, he said the rig hts 
g uaranteed by ttie constitution had h**en broken and that he was prepared 
drug g ie if it became necessary.
